Sugar Rationing 


Apr. 28-29, May 4-7 


Trade days for registering for 
sugar 
rationing 
books will be 
April 28-29 and consumer regis­ 
tration days will be May 4 to 7. 
The office of Price Administra­ 
tion has recently released copies 
of a printed handbook of instruc­ 
tion 
concerning 
the 
consumer 
registration for sugar 
rationing 
books. 
These books have been 
mailed to all chief state school of­ 
ficers, county superintendents of 
schools and all city superintend­ 
ents of schools in communities of 
2500 or more population. Regis­ 
tration will take place in 245,­ 
000 elementary schools. 
State rationing 
administrators 
have been directed by the O.P.A. 
to instruct their county and local 
rationing board that if the hours 
from .4 to 6 p. m. and 7 to 9 p. m. 
on the days set aside for consum­ 
er registration are not sufficient 
to enable schools to handle the 
registration 
in 
their 
districts, 
then the county or local ration­ 
ing board should act with the

possible, and desirable to close 
the schools and use school time 
for registration.

“Just think of it, if he had to­ 
day in Australia 3000 extra planes 
and 4000 extra tanks he would be 
able to take over the offensive 
that would not stop until Tokio 
was burned to the ground and 
the Jap traitors hung until they 
were dead. 
C ould Aid N ear E ast 
“Just think of it, yonder in the 
Lybian campaign everything de­ 
pends on who controls the Medit- 
erreanean Sea, Suez Canal and 
the near east, and if Hitler con­ 
trols the Mediterranean and the 
Near East we have lost the war. 
"Just think of it, if 3000 extra 
planes and 4000 extra tanks were 
added to the allied forces, there 
wouldn’t be a German or an Ital­ 
ian left on the Mediterreanean or 
in the Near East.

Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-Shek had 3000 planes 
and 4000 tanks they would drive 
the Japs out of Asia and into the 
Yellow Sea.

To Men 18 and 19 


The War Department has in­ 
structed the U. S. Army recruit­ 
ing station in San Bernardino that 
the recruiting and induction serv­ 
ice in the Corps Area will give 
first priority to enlistment 
of 
men 18 and 19 years old for the 
months of April, May and June, 
1942. 


Since practically all ordinary 
enlistments are now for the Army 
of the United States Unassigned 
the recruits are distributed to the 
various Army and Services after 
the usual classification procedure 
at Reception Center, therefore, 


there is an excellent chance that 
the m ajority of qualified m e n 
may be assigned to the Army or 
Service of their choice, including 
the Air Corps.

gle applicant Tor sugar rationing 
books, with this same time need­ 
ed for each person representing 
a family unit, plus three minutes 
for each additional 
application 
filled out for family members. 
Consumers will register at the 
nearest grammar school in their 
county, retailers at the nearest 
high school. Each school head is 
required to turn in a daily report 
to the local rationing board of the 
number registering. 
The O.P.O. has stated that spe­ 
cial provisions may be necessary 
for persons who buy sugar 
in 
bulk in use over prolonged pe­ 
riods, such as farmers and ranch­ 
ers. 
After the initial 
registration, 
late comers may obtain their war 
rationing books by application to 
a local rationing board. However, 
the local boards will not accept 
any applications for a two-week 
period following the close of reg­ 
istration in the schools.

In the m idst of w ar, as in the m idst of peace, a community has 
its own problem s of w elfare to meet, and so it is now with the W el­ 
fare and Friendly Aid Section of the Palm Springs Woman's C’ab 
in its never-ending effort to secure clothing and money to take care 
of the needy during the 12 months of the year. 


Now, w ith residents and visi­ 
tors thinking of packing and go­ 
ing elsew here for the sum m er, or 
simply packing w inter 
clothing 
aw ay for the next few months, 
the thoughts of the section mem­ 
bers are forw ard to nex t winter, 
seeing the need for sw eaters and 
dresses and trousers, for 
baby 
clothes, for warm bedding and 
for 
household 
articles 
of 
all 
kinds. 
Collection Day 


Friday, A pril 24, has been set 
as the day for the collection of 
clothing from householders 
who 
have articles to donate. Each fam ­ 
ily is asked to put its contribution 
in boxes a t the 
doorstep, 
and 
girls, w ith their leaders, w ill tour 
the village to pick up all such 
gifts. This method, so effectively 
tried a few weeks ago by the Red 
Cross in supplying th e emergency 
closets w ith clothing, gives the 
householder tim e to sort ou t and 
collect articles in advance of the 
time of calling, and then to be 
able to go about on usual duties 
w ithout the need to stay at home1 
when the collectors arrive.

HEADQUARTERS FOR FOURTH ARMY 


GIVES CORRECT FORM OF ADDRESS 


FOR SOLDIERS SERVING OUTSIDE U. S. 


Specific instructions regarding the addressing of mail to soldiers 
serving outside the United States were issued today by the Western 
Defense Command and Fourth Army. 


It was emphasized that some^* 
mail is not being delivered de­ 
spite every effort of the Army 
and 
the Postoffice Department 
because letters are 
not 
being 
properly addressed. 
Before each soldier leaves the 
United States he is told what his 
Army Postoffice number will be 
and he knows what his regiment 
is. This information is sent by 
him to those with whom he ex­ 
pects to correspond. 
The additional essential 
ele­ 
m ent is that letters be sent care 
of the postmaster handling the 
mail bound for that unit. 
Thus the correct form of ad­ 
dress for soldiers serving in the 
Far East would be:

In the case of troops serving in 
Alaska, the same form should be 
used except that the letter should

For troops serving in the Euro­ 
pean zone, mail should be sim­ 
ilarly addressed, but 
"Care 
of 
Postmaster, New York." 
Letters should be written on 
only one side of the paper so that 
if anything is deleted by the cen­ 
sor it will not ruin what might 
be written on the other side.

Publication of the Dies Committee report on Japanese espionage 
activities points up the widespread and deep penetration oi a highly 
successful and strongly financed yellow trojan horse which oper­ 
ated as a transmission channel for Axis activities and Jap prepara­ 
tions leading to attacks on Pearl Harbor and the Pacific coast. 


The nearly 300 pages of m a te-» ------------------------------------------------- 
rial included detailed nam es of 
trea ty m erchants using 
special 
im m unity to cloak th eir spying 
**Mf transportation lines and refin­ 
e r i e s , m ilitary m aps of planned 
attack s which have been realized 
by sub operations, and docum ents 
o n Ja p a n ’s organizational work 
in dagger-thrust plots. 
Now th at the Dies report 
is 
m ade public, I can reveal some 
o f the background of the initial 
steps in attacking the Jap fifth 
colum n in the U nited States and 
its territories. T hat m any Japan­ 
ese, suspected and trailed by the 
D ies investigators, w ere guilty, is 
substantiated by a half dozen or 
m ore 
suicides 
of 
leaders 
of 
T okio’s gangs. 


Book Reveals Much 


The first major discovery was a 
book, seized in a Japanese hotel 
in Los Angeles w hich gave a clue 
to two Jap reserve officers who 
w ere collaborating w ith 
secret 
police sent from Tokio. The men 
w ere holding “cham ber of com­ 
m erce” meetings, giving instruc­ 
tions on sabotage, testing the loy­ 
a lty of certain Japanese in this 
country, and plotting behind the 
closed doors of schools and tem p­ 
les on th e coast. 
Sen. G uy G illette of Iow a took 
note of th e danger. H e was con­ 
tacted by a form er em ployee of 
th e Japanese consulate general in 
H onolulu, a Korean nam ed Kilsoo 
Haan, w ho had special connec­ 
tions w hich enabled him to ob­ 
tain inform ation in Japan and in 
Japanese communities. Rep. John 
M. Coffee of W ashington was one 
of several who have specialized 
in Axis m atters. 
A separate investigation by one 
A m erican involved w atching the 
m aneuvering of the official Jap-

anese news agency Domei which 
was using its officers here f o r 
Japanese photographic espionage 
and in the preparation of secret 
reports on American m ilitary, en ­ 
gineering, financial and diplom at­ 
ic affairs. 
Notable Work 
A third independent observer 
was John B. Hughes, radio com­ 
m entator, who, of all private cit­ 
izens who worked on Japanese 
m atters, assembled the most m a­ 
terial and evidence of the great­ 
est im portance. W hen his work 
is fully credited, he will be a 
candidate for a P ulitzer prize for 
valuable public service. 
John Thompson, a San F ran­ 
cisco new spaper man, was anoth­ 
er considered a specialist on Ja p ­ 
anese affairs. 
I concentrated on Domei, the 
official Jap news agency, for 14 
m onths. Exhaustive investigation 
and two cross-country trips re ­ 
sulted in gathering sufficient m a­ 
terial to w arrant a Federal in­ 
dictm ent and trial of the Japan­ 
ese agency which operated in the 
sam e pattern as 
the 
G erm an 
Transocean organization, a Nazi 
outfit w hich was indicted a n d 
found guilty. 
The several investigations, cov­ 
ering 18 months, culm inated in 
(1) a concentrated round-up of all 
the inform ation by the Dies Com­ 
m ittee, and (2) no action by any 
Federal agency on the operations 
of Domei. 
Plan of Attack 


Dies investigators spent several 
w eeks last sum m er on the Pacific 
coast. One of the most im portant 
books seized contained a detailed 
instruction to Japanese on the 
plan of attack on the Pacific 
coast. 
A sensational catch by 
the 
N avy intelligence service of 
a 
high ranking Jap naval oficer 
spy who posed as a student, in ­ 
tensified suspicion of Jap daring 
and cunning. The spy, who was 
w orking on Hawaiian plans, and 
on L ow er California points, was 
released on order of the State 
D epartm ent, on $50,000 bail. A 
farew ell party in L ittle Tokio, Los 
Angeles, sent him on his mission 
to Japan w here he arrived for 
the A ugust 26 m eeting of 
the 
Black D ragon society when Ja p ­ 
an’s Nazi dom inated w ar leaders 
decided on the attack on 
the 
U nited States. 
C hief Investigator, R obert 
P. 
Stripling, 
found 
the 
Japanese 
taking a census of their own na­ 
tionals, classifying . them in first 
and second generations, in H a­ 
w aii and on the Pacific coast. The 
census aim ed at m ilitary ability, 
financial capacity, and language 
capabilities. The 19,999 Jap stu­ 
dents in nearly 250 schools in 
this country w ere undergoing an 
intense 
Tokio 
directed 
anti- 
A m erican campaign. 
Official Arrives 
There arrived a representative 
of one of Jap an ’s m ost notorious 
reactionary 
organizations, 
the 
Shiunson and a high official of 
the dreaded Tokio gestapo who 
w as given a special welcome and 
tour of New York’s police head­ 
quarters. He was sent here to 
supervise Ja p agents stationed in 
consulates. 
Japanese police agents, it was 
learned, w ere located in 
New 
York, San Francisco, Seattle and 
Los Angeles. A Nazi agent, sup­ 
posedly a butler, was planted in 
the Japanese embassy at W ash­ 
ington to w atch over Ambassador 


Nomura w ho was suspected of 
Deing anti-Berlin. 
When th e Nazi consulates were 
closed, the Japanese consular of­ 
fices becam e the funnels for in­ 
trigue and 
message operations. 
Japanese m en's clubs in 
New 
York, San Francisco and Los A n­ 
geles were headquarters for op­ 
erations and plotting. As the pres­ 
idential o rd er froze Axis assets, 
the 
Japanese, 
including 
the 
Domei new s agency group, hid 
large sums of currency to use to 
continue th eir nefarious work. If 
and when th e alien property cus­ 
todian m akes a report, the United 
States T reasury D epartm ent can 
produce as sensational evidence 
as the Dies committee, based on 
records found in Japanese clubs, 
cultural organizations and “cham ­ 
ber of comm erce.” 


Spy Work Intensified 


W herever th e Dies m en moved, 
and as conditions betw een Tokio 
and W ashington worsened, Ja p ­ 
anese spy w ork, they found, was 
intensified. 
Pressure was even 
put on the W hite House through 
social channels, by Japanese sec­ 
ond generation youth from the 
coast who w ere 
bullied 
into 
pleading for better relations, all 
this while Ja p agents, trailed by 
the Dies m en, were using more 
money and seeking m ore plans 
for the day of infamy. 
The Dies m en found the lang­ 
uage a problem. Much m aterial 
seized was unim portant, but be­ 
cause of th e complicated lang­ 
uage, every item required tran s­ 
lation, 
m eaning 
m any 
extra 
weeks of following up. 
In early Septem ber, a crisis ap ­ 
proached as th e spy m aterial got 
hotter. Coincident w ith the decis­ 
ion of Rep. M artin Dies, chair­ 
m an of the House com m ittee on 
Un-Am erican Actiivties, to hold 
public hearings in California and 
W ashington, 18 Japanese 
Axis 
trained agents arived quietly in 
New York, from Berlin via Lis 
bon. 
Specially Treated 


I interview ed them at 
their 
New York hotel. They boasted 
105 pieces of baggage, cameras, 
maps, and m oney. One was editor 
of the Nazi financed Kokumin 
newspaper. Several w ere agents 
of the gestapo-controlled Home 
Ministry. O thers claimed to be 
m erchants and students. 
They 
had been in Berlin, they said for 
“training.” T he Axis, they em ­ 
phasized, w as NO m yth. 
They 
w ere given priority treatm ent for 
air travel in the U nited States 
and special accom modations w ere 
arranged for them on an A m er­ 
ican ship from San Francisco to 
Shanghai in th e same w eek th at 
several A m erican film m en w ere 
being held hostage in Tokio over 
a native em ployee retirem ent dis­ 
pute. 
The Dies m en, then 
on 
the 
coast, were finding evidence of 
m ilitary plots, and suspected hid­ 
den am m unition and guns. 
Rep. 
Dies determ ined to blast the Jap 
threat by open meetings which 
would warn th e American public 
of the menace on the W est coast. 


Order Halts Work 


A sudden o rd er from W ashing­ 
ton halted the com m ittee’s inves­ 
tigation of th e Japs. Rep. Dies, 
in Chicago later, told me in a 
lengthy private conversation, that 
he blamed the State D epartm ent 
for the order, and that he w ent 
direct to Secretary of State Hull, 
to protest. T he first three w it­ 
nesses of a h a lf hundred sched­ 
uled w ere H aan, Hughes, and the 
w riter of this article. A month 
later, Haan received the now fa­ 
mous report o f plans to w ar on 
the United States. This w as sent 
from Tokio and handed to Sen. 
G illette who on Oct. 28 passed it 
to the State D epartm ent. 
The Japs, it w as found a t every 
turn, w ere using diplom atic im ­ 
m unity to cover many of their 
operations. 
The Dies report does not cover 
w hat would have am ounted to 
aonther 300 pages had th e State 
D epartm ent not throttled the in­ 
vestigation, one com m ittee m em ­ 
ber told me. 
T hat the Japanese w ere pre­ 
paring for trouble in this coun­ 
try has been substantiated in re­ 
cent weeks by the findings of 
FBI agents of huge caches of am ­ 
m unition, rockets, signal 
flares, 
radios, cameras, maps, uniforms, 
and most im portant of all, the a r­ 
rest of Japanese police who posed 
as mem bers of religious groups. 


Publishers Favor Open Shop, 24-Hour 


7-Day Basis in War Industries, at 


Two-Counties Meeting Held at Corona 


Newspaper publishers of Riverside and San B ernardino counties, 
at their regular m onthly meeting held at Corona Saturday night, 
adopted a resolution opposing the closed shop in w ar industries and 
urged that all w ar production plants immediately go on a 24-hour 
7-days a week basis. Copies of the resolution w ere sent to Senators 
H iram Johnson and Sheridan Downey and Congressm an Harry R. 
Sheppard. 
A. Q. Miller, editor of the Ontario Daily R eport and chairman of 
the California N ew spaper Publishers’ Censorship B ureau, was the 
speaker of the evening. He discussed the voluntary censorship of the 
press during the w ar. 
Following is the resolution adopted by the publishers: 


“W hereas, the United States is engaged in a w ar that 
threatens the existence of the nation and the freedom of its 
people, and 
“W hereas, th e successful prosecution of th e w ar depends 
upon the production of the nation's factories, 
“Therefore, th e San Bernardino-Riverside C ounties Unit of 
the California N ewspaper Publishers Association, in regular 
m eeting assembled, at Corona, California, M arch 28, 1942, 
urges that all w ar production plants be im m ediately placed 
upon a 24-hour 7-day basis; and w ith the privilege of work 
denied to no one on account of mem bership or lack of mem­ 
bership in any union or other organization. 
“And be it further resolved, th at copies of this resolution be 
sent to Senator Hiram Johnson, Senator Sheridan Downey 
and Congressman H arry R. Sheppard. 


(Signed) "WILLIAM G. MOORE, President,. 
(Signed) “R. H. ARNETT, Secretary.” 


The Orange Com m unity Cham ber of Commerce last week sub­ 
m itted a seven-point program to Congress, mailing it to a number of 
Senators and Congressmen. The letter follows: 


“The directors of the O range Community Cham ber of 
Commerce hold th at vigorous prosecution of the w ar is the 
first obligation of every American citizen. 
“While the nation is in peril, every individual, every or­ 
ganization, every interest, m ust w ork in the common cause 
and share in the common sacrifice. 
“It is clear that the w ar cannot be won w hile individuals 
and groups continue to think and act in term s of self-interest. 
“We therefore believe that the Congress and th e national 
adm inistration should at once adopt legislation th at w ill. 
“1. Abolish all non-defense expenditures except those re­ 
lated to the im m ediate and necessary operation of the govern­ 
m ent. 
“2. Strictly lim it profits on w ar contracts. 
“3. Abolish the 40-hour week and all other restrictions on 
the free em ploym ent of labor. 
“4. Protect the consumer against unreasonable price in­ 
creases. 
“5. O utlaw strikes in defense industry for the period of 
the war. 
“6. Protect labor with a fair wage standard. 
“7. Turn the entire energy of th e nation into unrestricted 
prosecution of the war. 
“We therefore earnestly urge upon our representatives in 
Congress the duty of prom pt and decisive action on such legislation.”

Plasma Drying 


Unit for County 


P lans are developing for the 
establishm ent of a plasm a drying 
unit to supply Riverside and San 
B ernardino 
counties 
and 
the 
U nited States Naval H ospital at 
Norco. O ther counties or cities in 
terested in participating m ay join 
the plan later. 
To supply the 
thousands 
of 
units needed in case of a civilian 
catastrophe such as a bombing 
large supplies of plasm a must be 
instantly available. 
The 
most 
practical method of preparation 
is by drying. This preserves the 
plasm a indefinitely and allows its 
storage in small ampoules. The 
equipm ent needed for an outfit 
th at w ill dry 400 units per week 
costs betw een $10,000 and $15,00C 
installed. The operation of such 
a p lan t is costly and requires con­ 
stant attention of a trained staff 
It is probable that such a stafl 
and space for housing w ill be 
available at the Norco Naval Hos­ 
pital. 
The Riverside and San B ernar­ 
dino counties plan to raise the 
required am ount of money 
to 
purchase the needed equipm ent 
presenting it to the Naval Hospi­ 
tal to operate w ith the under­ 
standing that for every two units 
of blood they send to the plant 
they w ill receive one unit of dried 
plasma in return. The N aval Hos­ 
pital w ill keep half of the plasma 
processed. 
Several stations will 
be established for draw ing the 
blood 
from 
volunteer 
doners 
throughout 
the 
counties. 
This 
will preferably be at 
hospitals 
w here the blood can be refriger­ 
ated for three days as a blood 
bank available for ordinary whole 
blood use. At the end of this pe­ 
riod it w ill be transported to the 
drying station and there centri­ 
fuged, frozen, and dried at low 
tem peratures under vacuum. The 
com m unities' share will then be 
returned and held in readiness 
for local usage. 
A t present, Riverside 
county 
plans to raise its share of the cost 
of the plant by popular subscrip­ 
tion. A t the March 28th council 
m eeting of the society. Dr. W. E. 
G ardner was appointed chairm an 
of the plasm a bank com m ittee. 
Dr. G ardner plans to ask the col­ 
laboration of all of the civic serv­ 
ice organizations in raising the 
funds. 
The entire plan w ill be brought 
up for discussion and approval at 
the A pril 13th m eeting of 
the 
County Medical Society.

(By a Sojourner in C athedral City) 


Two years ago "Believe It Or Not" Ripley told the world that 
Cathedral City has no cathedral, not even a church. 
Stranger still, 
there is yet no church there. 
The people of this boastful Christian 
nation were not impressed. 
Cathedral City is a little village hard by the desert sands in a 
sun-lit valley, while roundabout are the "Hills of God," and in the 
distance lofty snow-bound mountain peaks stand like sentinels. 


In the hushed silence of these 
tem pled hills, with their m assive 
w alls and cathedral-like domes 
touching close against the blue 
sky, 
aw e-inspiring 
solem nity 
reigns 
supreme,, bidding 
those 
who enter C athedral Canyon to 
stand with heads bowed in the 
presence of the m ajesty of the 
eternal hills. 
W onder m ay arise as to w hat 
m anner of m en dwell in the sha­ 
dow of the C athedral hills, live 
and have th eir being, yet raise no 
altars to the God of their fathers. 
Should you tarry in their m idst 
you would find some people of a 
nobility of 
mind, 
great-souled 
and sim ple-hearted folks, some 
high and some low. God fearing, 
trusting m en 
and 
women, and 
even the openly defiant are there, 
m aking a cross section of life. 


There is a beautiful story told 
in the valley 
of 
the C athedral 
hills—a story of Hope and Faith, 
of courage 
and 
endeavor, th at 
even Bob Ripley w ith his magic 
divining rod did not discover. 
Ten years ago a w ar-torn v e t­ 
eran came w ith his wife to Ca­ 
thedral City, seeking to find in 
the desert th e health potion so 
w idely 
heralded. 
This 
loyal 
A m erican had 
served his coun­ 
try ’s call nobly, returning w hen 
“it w as over over there,” a dis­ 
abled victim of the travesty of 
war. 
A lthough he had laid down his 
arm s, he had still a fight to win, 
and he w ent forth valiantly to 
regain 
the 
priceless 
boon 
of 
health. 
The odds against him 
w ere too great and he paid the 
toll of w ar w ith his life. 
Thus, 
for him C athedral City becam e a 
sepulcher. 
W hen sorrow 
laid 
its heavy 
hand on her. the wife, like men 
of old. “looked to the hills whence 
com eth strength.” 
for 
she 
too 
m ust carry on and alone. 
All 
about her was great need for the 
helping 
hand 
and. alw ays am ­ 
bitious to be useful, her hands 
w ere willing. 
She 
could 
not 
endure 
the 
thought of children grow ing up 
in a C hristian land w ith no a p ­ 
preciation of the Sundav observ­ 
ances which w ere a tender m em ­ 
ory of her own childhood. 
B u r­ 


dened w ith the zeal w ith which 
m issionaries 
are 
im bued, 
she 
helped found a Sunday school. 
Each year at 
C hristm as tim e 
the feeling of 
isolation 
seemed 
unbearable; being so far rem oved 
from any church, there were no 
Y uletide festivities to gladden the 
heart and renew the spirit. 
Sensing that others in the vil­ 
lage m ight have the sam e loneli­ 
ness of 
heart, 
she 
opened the 
doors of her home. On this m em ­ 
orable C hristm as 
eve 
she w el­ 
comed the whole community. In 
they 
trooped, 
young 
and old. 
When there w ere no more chairs 
the 
guests 
w ere 
grateful 
for 
standing room in this modest cot­ 
tage w here hospitality and C hrist­ 
mas cheer w ere so freely given. 
They joined in singing. 
It was 
suggested that they should stand 
on the porch and sing carols so 
that others, who had been too ill 
to come, m ight hear. As they de­ 
parted, some going in one direc­ 
tion, others 
another, 
they w ent 
forth singing “Holy Night, Silent 
N ight” 'til the very hills seemed 
to echo and 
resound 
w ith the 
gladness of their song. 
Thus the C hristm as spirit was 
carried into the New Y ear and 
life seem ed to take on new m ean­ 
ing. 
It became a habit to m eet 
once a w eek for the m ere pleasure 
of singing. From this comm unity 
singing there grew a desire for a 
m eeting place for Sabbath w or­ 
ship. 
In the days w hen this sm all as­ 
sembly m et in the living room of 
this home, some of the num ber 
discovered buried talent for sing­ 
ing; others found t! ey had a gift 
for reading the 
Scripture 
w ith 
purpose and understanding, while 
m any w ere 
w ont 
to raise their 
voices in thanksgiving and pray­ 
er for the beauty that was round 
about them and to give praise for 
the blessings they found in the 
healing rays of th e desert sun. 
Came a day w hen a neighbor­ 
ing m inister gave a helping hand 
to this courageous band by assist­ 
ing in organizing 
a Comm unity 
Church Assembly. 
In tim e the village w ith homes 
that could be counted 
on one s 
fingers had become a town, w ith 


houses dotting the valley by the 
hundred. 
Then it was that the 
enterprising men of the town o r­ 
ganized the 
C ham ber 
of Com­ 
merce. 
As there was no place 
large enough for public assembly 
these civic-minded m en launched 
the project 
to 
erect a suitable 
building . With little in the way 
of resources, but w ith eager en­ 
couragem ent, they carried on un­ 
til the Town,Hall w as completed, 
and it 
stands 
as a rew ard for 
their efforts and serves as a com ­ 
m unity meeting place for all oc­ 
casions. 
H ere the W oman’s Club gives 
pot luck 
suppers 
and 
famous 
home-cooked 
turkey 
dinners 
w hich 
have 
helped 
in a great 
m easure to clear the debt from 
the Town Hall. 
In this Comm unity Center the 
church service is held on Sunday 
under the leadership of a young 
m inister serving his first charge. 


As w e listen to the service in 
the Town Hall, 
w e know they 
have come a long w ay since the 
days w hen they m et in the living 
room of a home; still, we have 
visions of nobler things yet to be. 
A beautiful dream er, we see in 
our musings a little cathedral—a 
“little church in the dell”—in this 
desert setting. 
In th e distance w e seem to hear 
the carillon tones of the C athed­ 
ral chim es echoing from vale to 
m ountain peak. As w e sing “How 
sw eet on the Sabbath morning to 
hear its clear ringing bells” we 
breathe a prayer th a t the day will 
yet daw n when C athedral City 
will have a church—even a little 
C athedral.

THE PRAIRIE FALCON 
Falco m exicanus 


The Prairie Falcon is the king 
of our desert birds. 
He is swift, 
fearless, and m erciless to his ene­ 
mies. 
His nest is as impregnable 
as any feudal castle, and Horn it 
he can keep a w atchful eye on his 
vast domain, which he jealously 
and effectively guards against un­ 
w anted intruders . 
The casual observer sees him 
as a slow w anderer, scanning the 
ground for food, or as a thunder­ 
bolt zooming down to a luckless 
ground-squirrel or meadowlark. 
It is quite difficult to see this fal­ 
con close, and for th is reason he 
rem ained unknown to science un­ 
til the late date 
of 
1853. 
And 
even after he was described, his 
eggs and nest w ere not located 
until 1860, and the one found in 
that year remained the only one 
for several years longer. He was 
formerly thought 
to be a very 
rare bird, but w hen more people 
began looking more carefully, it 
was found that he w as not at all 
re. 
Size of Crow 


This bird is about the size of a 
crow, but is very m uch lighter in 
color. His flight is quite distinct­ 
ive, being usually ra th er slow but 
powerful, with little soaring. 
He 
often hovers in m id-air, vibrating 
his wings rapidly, bu t not moving 
a t all. 
His light brownish-gray 
color combined 
w ith 
the 
size 
serve to distinguish him from any 
other bird. 
The strike of the P rairie Falcon 
is one of the sw iftest actions in 
the entire bird-world. The falcon 
suddenly materializes, apparently 
out of thin air, 
and 
with the 
speed of a bullet strikes his prey. 
If the prey be a ground squirrel, 
or other terrestial rodent, and 
the bird misses the first strike, he 
may fly along above the fleeing 
anim al, striking again and again, 
until the animal eith er disappears 
into a hole or is captured. 


Not Much of Nest 


At this time of th e year, ani­ 
mals and birds 
so captured are 
likely to be taken back to nest for 
the feeding of the young ones. 
The nest must 
be 
called that 
through sheer courtesy, for the 
eggs are most often laid on the 
bare 
rock 
floor of a ledge 
or 
cranny in 
a 
high cliff. 
The 
abandoned 
nest 
of a 
raven is 
som etim es used, but it is doubt­ 
ful if the falcon so much as lifts 
a tw ig himself. Regardless of the 
type of nest, four or five beauti­ 
ful eggs 
are 
laid 
sometime in 
April. 
They 
are 
rounded in 
shape, and are colored a rich yel­ 
low-brown or cream y color, occa­ 
sionally white, and 
are blotched 
and clouded with d ark er shades. 
Both birds are quite zealous in 
the guarding of these treasures; 
w hen the ardent bird-observer is 
perched 
precariously 
near 
the 
nesting ledge, clinging to the bare 
rock w ith both hands and feet, it 
is most disconcerting to hear the 
irate parent birds screaming clos­ 
er and closer! There are cases of 
people having been struck in the 
head and shoulders, and such a 
strike m ust 
be 
q u ite 
painful. 
However, the bird usually veers 
upw ard at the last moment, and 
climbs high to prepare for anoth­ 
er power-dive. 
Division of L abor 
The eggs, as well as the young, 
are the responsibility of both par­ 
ents; there is a fine division of 
labor. 
The female incubates the 
eggs w hile the male is out h u n t­ 
ing. 
Then he comes home and 
she leaves to eat, and so it goes. 
The m ale seems to have a little 
trouble in covering th e eggs, as 
he is sm aller than his wife, but 
after a great deal of squirming 
and adjusting, he m anages it. 
The babies are w ell taken care 
of by the old folks, and that is a 
real job. 
Baby 
birds 
grow so 
rapidly that they require an enor­ 
mous am ount 
of “stoking”, and 
the parents have to go out and 
gather the 
fuel. 
Mr. Frederick 
Hall Fowler, 
in 
a fascinating 
article in the May, 1935, "Nation­ 
al Geographic”, describes how he 
weighed five baby falcons every 
week, from the time they hatched 
to the tim e they left home. 
He 
found th a t in the first 24 days, 
the w eight of one of his babies 
increased by 700 percent. 
Many 
meadowlarks, shrikes and ground 
squirrels went into th a t increase. 
A ssert Independence 
The young rem ain huddled to ­ 
gether for the first few weeks, 
but after that, they begin assert­ 
ing th eir independence, and w an­ 
der as far as the confines of their 
nests w ill let them. 
It is most unfortunate that the 
num ber 
of 
these 
magnificent 
birds is decreasing, and if they 
are ever killed off completely, the 
desert w ill not be th e same. The 
Prairie Falcon is 
protected by 
law, bu t in its wild hom e far from 
civilization, hunters occasionally 
disregard the law, 
and 
bring a 
noble bird to the dust for no rea­ 
son w hatever. O ther hunters are 
.sincere, and either do not recog­ 
nize the bird, or believe that they

Three lest plantings of guayule are being made in Riverside 
county. One is at B anning on the B arker ranch, one on the Hendrick 
ranch in M oreno valley and the other on the Searl Bros, ranch in 
Hemet. There are approxim ately 18 test plantings in California. 


4- The U. S. Forest Service has 
charge of guayule production in 
the U nited States and expects to 
plant approxim ately 75,000 acres 
next spring. 
G uayule normally 
requires four years to produce 
rubber. 
It 
can 
be 
harvested 
sooner but w ith a reduction in 
the yield of rubber. 
One acre 
of guayule four years old can be 
expected to produce 1500 to 1600 
pounds of rubber. 
R ubber pro­ 
duced from guayule can be used 
for the same purposes as tropical 
rubber and is the sam e quality. 
G uayule furnishes 5000 to 7000 
tons of rubber annually from 
Mexico and at one tim e about 
1910, 
furnished 
one-seventh of 
th e world supply of rubber.

“Tuberculosis—Find It—T reat It 
—C onquer It.” 
“F ree 
health

“Program s are very 
flexible and vary from a five- 
m inute talk on tuberculosis to a 
40-m inute program , consisting of 
a dem onstration of the exhibit, 
“You Have to Guess Who H a s 
Tuberculosis — the X -ray Does­ 
n’t,” a sound movie, and a talk.
